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Christmas Gift Displays 


What Some Stores Have Done 


to Turn 


the Choice to Books 


Ernest A. Dench 


HRISTMAS time, 

the Gift Season, 

is coming again. 
For those who always 
have youth in their 
hearts, it will be a time 
of gladness, but for those 
who think it is simply 
another word for “the Gimmies” 
hurry and scurry of shopping will be a 
nightmare, indeed. But for all of us there 
is sure to be a relative here and there, 
a young friend or perhaps an old one 
who will keep us in despair. “What 
can I get for Aunt Mary?” (or Jack 
or Ned, whichever the case may be) 
will be heard on all sides. “Will you 
excuse it, please,” as our old friend, the 
telephone operator, is wont to say, if we 
spring the old joke—‘‘Oh! Don’t buy Sue 
a book. She’s got a book.” The joke 
may be as worn out as some of the election 
promises*, but it has a ring of truth in it. 
Many Sues and Rills couldn’t sit down and 
read for an hour or two, if their life de- 
pended on it. Fortunately for the book 
dealer, there are plenty of people who look 
upon books as friends. 

We were walking in the park the other 
day when we noticed a small maiden sitting 
in her carriage. Her mother, evidently 
bored, tossed a book into the carriage, and 
the tiny girl immediately began to tear the 
pages. We waited with suspended breath

for the mother to repri- 
mand the child and 
breathed a sigh of reliet 
when the mother cried: 
““Naughty baby!” But 
we breathed too soon, 
for the mother continued 
‘Naughty baby! Mustn’t 
put the nasty book in your mouth!” Evi- 
dently it was all right to tear the book as 
far as this woman went, but to us it was 
near sacrilege. 

All this brings us down to the point. 
Try to educate the public to think of books 
as friends, not something to be tossed away 
into the discard after a casual glacing thru 
the pages. One way to accomplish this is 
to make people want to read and buy books 
thru your clever window displays. Some 
of the following examples should be of help 
to you during December. 


Dignified and Interesting 

The Shepard Stores, Boston, Massachu- 
setts, devoted one of their windows to 
books. | Mouse-colored velvet draperies 
were used for back hangings and draperies 
for one side. In the back corner was a 
huge wooden bracket, carved and finished 
to look like a huge piece of hand-wrought 
iron in a quaint old design. This held 
three big red candlesticks, each carrying a 
round frosted white electric bulb. The 
light was thrown on a display of books, 
which included many of the latest popular 
titles. The books were displayed on glass 
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shelves set on pedestals. Each set of books 
on these shelves was held in place by a pair 
of handsome book holders. Other books 
were laid on the floor over tapestry mats. 
Please notice the fact that none of these 
books were stacked or pyramided. ‘They 
were set between the book ends with an 
occasional book laid on top of these. ‘Those 
below were laid on their sides, with some- 
times another book leaning against them. 
The apparently careless treatment was a 
change from the stiff arrangement that 
sometimes spoils an otherwise good display. 


For Good Luck 

Garner’s, Kitchener, Ontario, Canada, 
wished all passersby good luck with their 
window display. This illuminated red 
horseshoe, five feet high, occupied the 
middle of the window. The frame was 
made of two long strips of beaverboard, 
eight inches wide, bent to form the inside 
and outside of the shoe. They were held 
apart by small sticks, eight inches long. 
The front and back of the shoe were left 
open, except for a covering of red crépe 
paper against the latter. Holly sprays 
decorated the sides. Four electric bulbs 
were inside the horseshoe. 

The horseshoe stood on a box base, open 
at the front, this opening being cov- 
ered with a green card, with the word 
“Christmas” cut out and covered with red 
crepe paper. A light shone thru the red 
letters. 

“Why Not Books?” 
read the showcard placed in the Booknook 
window, of Emporia, Kansas. The win- 
dow was given over to popular books, 
grouped in a dainty arrangement on the 


floor. In one corner, near a Christmas 
tree, were children’s books, with their 
alluring covers and bindings. The trim 


also held a stack of Christmas book cata- 
logs. At the center front was one of these 
catalogs in a brown manilla envelope, with 
the address reading: 
“So-and-so Book Company 
New York City 
EVERYBODY 
Emporia, Kansas.” 

The customary Christmas decorations gave 
the window a holiday aspect. 


Artistic Display 
A display which made a “hit” with the 
crowd was the work of Robinson’s, Los 
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Angeles, California. On the floor was a 
gray carpet that harmonized nicely with 
the gray-tan velvet draperies hung at the 
center rear. Green brocaded satin was 
draped across the top of the rear curtain 
with side draperies of green satin. Tall 
polychrome candlesticks were placed at each 
side of the curtains, with lighted green 
tapers that reached nearly to the ceiling. 
Set before the curtain was a carved chest 
of walnut, upon which were books, piled in 
artistic disarray. Mlore books were stacked 
about the window. 


The Star of Bethlehem 

The City Drug Store, Eveleth, Minn., 
had a very pretty Christmas trim. The 
floor was covered with cotton batting and 
then sprinkled with artificial snow. Dark 
blue crépe paper, to represent the sky, hung 
at the sides and back. A single star, with 
an electric light behind it, was cut thru 
the background. This star, of course, 
represented the Star of Bethlehem. A holly 
tree was placed at the right and left sides. 
Grouped about the trees were Christmas 
gifts, with books predominating. Sprigs of 
holly and mistletoe and poinsetta sprays 
provided additional festive touches. 


An Attractive Background 

An attractive background was used by 
Talcott Bros., Olympia, Washington. 
A large disc. of cardboard was covered 
with grey silk, over which was pasted fine 
tinsel. Black velvet was used for the bor- 
der. In front of the disc, two silver 
Christmas bells, tied with red ribbon, were 
hung in such a way that they seemed to 
be ringing. In the foreground books were 
tastefully arranged. 


Santa’s Records 

A window display that fascinated the 
children was cleverly arranged by Mr. 
L. I. Dupuy, of the P. R. Turner Drug 
Co., Marianna, Arkansas. The walls were 
hung and draped with wreaths of holly and 
red crépe paper ropes. In one corner sat a 
smiling Santa Claus, with a large book be- 
fore him. He sat at a desk, and on the 
shelf of the desk were several large books, 
entitled “Bad Boys,” “Good Boys,” “‘Bad 
Girls,” “Good Girls.” On the floor were 
all kinds of books dear to the childish 
heart. The main thing, of course, was the 
figure of Santa with his record books. We 
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will wager that many a naughty child was 
good for at least half an hour after seeing 
Santa looking at his records! 


Suitable for Books 

A candy display that could readily be 
adapted to make a good book display was 
seen at Nau’s Drug Store, Portland, Ore- 
gon. A small barrel overflowing with 
letters held the center of the _ floor. 
A card in the center of the window glass 
held two letters, easily read. All the 
letters were addressed to Santa Claus. 
On one card was a letter from a wife who 
claimed that before she married, her hus- 
band used to bring her big, fancy boxes of 
candy, but that lately he had forgotten, and 
that what she wants most for Christmas is 
a box like those he used to bring. The 
other letter was from a small boy who said 
that he would be happy and a mighty 
“popular kid” if he got a box for Christ- 
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mas. The letters should be adapted to 
books. 
Additional Showcard Suggestions 

There is something lacking in a book 
trim when there aren’t any showcards to 
advocate gifts for specific purposes, or 
to explain why books should have the 
preference. Some of the displays we have 
already described were admirably taken 
care of in this respect, but an extra card or 
two in a display helps rather than harms. 
Here are a couple of examples we saw last 
December : 


“Who gives a book gives for all the years.

Buying for the Bookshop 
CHAPTER VI 
Stock Records and Catalog Checking

_ FEW years ago I happened

to pick up ideas if I could. 
The proprietor was not adverse to con- 


versation with one of his craft, and the 








talk turned to buying from salesmen 
and keeping track of stock. “Well, sir,”’ 
he said, “I never check up catalogs. 


Don’t have to. I know every book that is 
in the store, know when it’s sold, remem- 
ber what I bought last time.” His store 
was not a very large one, to be sure, but I 
mentally gave the gentleman credit for a 
somewhat remarkable memory. Sometime 
later I picked up a Publishers’ Weekly and 
noticed that the store had gone into a re- 
ceiver’s hands. It did not surprise me! 
It is hard to conceive of any bookstore con- 
tinuing to do business successfully without 





some adequate system of checking or stock 
recording and no store is too small to dis- 
pense with some form of record. 

As to the most satisfactory method to be 
used, that is another question which must 
be answered in its turn. ‘The system most 
in vogue at present seems to be the ordinary 
catalog check which functions well within 
its limitations. Most of the publishing 
houses send out catalogs a week or two 
weeks in advance of their representative’s 
visit to a certain point. These catalogs are 
handed to some stock clerk or sales person 
to check and indicate quantities on hand. 
The buyer then goes over the checked list 
amd makes his purchases, based on _ his 
memory of previous buying and the stock 
on hand. Fine—as far as it goes. Sup- 
pose, however, that the checker missed an 
item here, gets a wrong quantity there. 
No buyer can possibly remember all the 
quantities he buys or keep a sufficiently 
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close account of stock movement to detect 
errors of this kind. The ultimate result 
is that a certain amount of this sort of 
thing invariably winds up in the old bug- 
bear—too much stock on hand. If the 
checker is infallible and the buyer omni- 
present in addition to being long of mem- 
ory, the catalog check will suffice. 

At the other extreme is the elaborate 
loose leaf system adopted by some of the 
large wholesale houses, involving as it does 
complete lists of every publisher, a running 
inventory of stock on hand and consider- 
able stenographic work. ‘This is, of course, 
the most completely adequate form of 
record, but the detail involved rather re- 
moves it from consideration so far as the 
average bookstore is concerned. 

The third method to be considered is the 
card system, and this because of its greater 
flexibility would seem to be the system best 
adapted for use in any store, large or small. 
Brentano's in New York use a triple card 
system. Three cards are made for every 
book purchased. One remains on file in 
the buyer’s office with original quantity 
indicated, one goes to the stock room to 
become a running inventory sheet for the 
stock buyer and the third is sent to the par- 
ticular department in the store to which the 
book belongs. If a clerk on the floor is 
asked for a biography which he fails to 
find on his shelves, the department record 
is consulted. His card shows that the book 
is a stock item, and he phones to the 
stock room for the necessary quantity. The 
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stock man records this distribution on his 
own card preserving at all times an exact 
count of copies on hand. When stock of 
a popular book reaches low or “danger” 
mark he sends his card to the buyer’s office 
and a reorder is placed and noted in the 
buyer’s file. This procedure is followed 
also in cases where just a few copies of a 
title have been purchased and sent direct to 
the selling floor, the report then being made 
by the sales clerk in charge of stock. 

The advantages of this method are ob- 
vious. The possibility of mistakes on the 
part of stock keepers or sales people is still 
present, of course, but you have on your 
card an exact record of the performance of 
each particular book over a fairly extended 
period. If your card shows that you re- 
cently purchased what would ordinarily be 
a sixty day supply of some particular book, 
and within a week you receive a “short” 
report from some clerk on the same title— 
you can go on the war path and nail the 
error if one has been made. If your card 
tells you that you have been buying five 
copies of some book every month for six 
months, perhaps when the salesman comes 
around you can see your way to buying 
twenty-five copies for fall, taking advantage 
of both long dating and extra discount. 

It is not necessary to have three or even 
two cards for every book you buy. If your 
stock is not too exhaustive you can get 
along with one. You can use a card simi- 
lar to that which is illustrated, with 
modifications to suit your requirements. 
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Take each publisher’s catalog as it is 
sent to you and work thru it marking off 
in pen or pencil the titles that you wish to 
carry as regular stock items. Give each list 
to your stenographer and have her fill in on 
your card the necessary information as to 
title, author, edition and publisher. If this 
is carried thru you will have a complete 
card record at the end of your buying sea- 
son. Have a card made up for each new 
book as you buy it noting original purchase 
and date of publication. This keeps in 
front of you definite information about 
forthcoming books. If you drop a book 
retire its card, or if you decide to add an 
old book make a new card for it. Keep 
each publisher’s cards separate, in a box or 
a rubber band. Note every reorder on your 
cards and when checking preparatory to 
placing a stock order sort your cards by 
departments. You probably have or should 
have Travel Books together, Poetry in an- 
other section, and so on. If possible, have 
each person in charge of a department 
check his or her own cards, this fixes 
responsibility and the use of cards, saves 
them the necessity of fumbling thru an 
entire list to pick out the items pertaining 
to their section. 

This does not absolve you, of course, 
from the dutv of going thru the publisher’s 
catalogs at intervals to refresh your own 
memory. Nevertheless, there are dozens 
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and hundreds of books listed in the average 
catalog which the run of bookstores never 
buys. Is it not easier to buy from a card 
system which lists all your live stock items, 
gives you definite information as to how 
many you've sold in two months or a year 
and saves you from the trouble of hunting 
thru a mass of (to you) superfluous titles 
for something saleable? Finally, it helps 
to achieve turnover, a splendid exercise for 
bookstores. 

Next in importance to your card system 
is the order file. A copy of every order 
sent should be kept in a vertical filing 
cabinet within easy access of the buyer’s 
desk. It can be indexed alphabetically and 
a separate folder maintained for each pub- 
lisher. Before placing a stock order with 
any publisher, look up his particular folder 
and note the items you have been running 
short on, and those that are in transit. If 
you are placing a spring or fall stock order, 
go over your copy of last year’s order for 
the corresponding period and note what 
you bought, making the necessary compari- 
sons against stock carried over. 

Your file can be emptied, say twice a 
year, and back orders transferred to an- 
other drawer or transfer. case, but even 
transferred orders should be accessible at 
any time so that if necessary you can lay 
your hand on your spring order or fall 
order for last year or the years previous. 


A Stock Record System 


recognized as an all-important part of 

sales building, as has been soundly 
emphasized’ and outlined in the series of 
articles that John Loos of Brentano’s has 
been writing for the Publishers’ Weekly. 
An example of how good planning can be 
a strong aid in a smaller bookshop can be 
shown by the experience of Brockman’s in 
Charlotte, N. C., the store that in a few 
short years has made a name for itself. It 
was in war time that Charles Brockman 
came back to his home city from important 
work in other fields to take over an enter- 
prise that his brother had started, a small 
gift shop on the main street of Charlotte. 
The city was then the center of war prep- 
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aration activity with a large camp nearby. 
The brother had been called into the army, 
and there was no one to carry on the little 
enterprise. 

Charles Brockman arrived home in time 
to take the key from his brother at the 
railroad station and proceeded to the store 
to open it up as new manager. In a short 
time, he saw the possibilities in it, went to 
New York and contracted for a large as- 
sortment of new merchandise. This mer- 
chandise arrived just in time to see the 
town closed up on account of an epidemic, 
and business was practically stagnant for 
six weeks. At the end of that time came 
a new announcement that the camp would 
be closed, and it was not reopened. 
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With such a* beginning, which would 
have daunted many ordinary business men, 
the Brockmans kept on, and, when the war 
was over, three brothers came _ together 
and reorganized, with one in charge of the 
commercial stationery, one in charge of 
business equipment, and Charles Brock- 
man in charge of the book department and 
finance. With the need of new quarters, 
they signed a long lease for a fine new 
building, perfectly located on the main 
street, but, with a lease, that meant that a 
good volume of trade was necessary to 
make the enterprise profitable. ‘That it was 
a good venture was soon proved. 

The book department is in the rear of 
the store, up a few steps, and the place has 
a bookish and well-ordered atmosphere. 
The book business has now been built to 
a total of about $40,000, a good showing 
for a city of this size, and has great possi- 
bilities of growth. 

The whole book end of the business is 
run by Charles Brockman, and by a gen- 
eral assistant and a_ half-time assistant, 
with plenty of extra people at Christmas. 
Mr. Brockman’s stock is excellent in vari- 











ety and beautifully kept, which gives evi- 
dence of a systematic handling of the busi- 
ness, and he keeps his finger on the pulse 
of demand thru a very systematic card 
record. 

A stock record card, such as is shown on 
this page, is used for all types of stock, 
and kept in two general files. New fiction 
is alphabetical by author, and on the card 
is entered the date of the order, the amount 
on hand, the time placed, the amount 
ordered and the date received. Any time 
a traveler calls, these records are ready, 
altho they are gone over regularly each 
month if no other sort of check-up has been 
made. 

Standard stock, non-fiction, and chil- 
dren’s books are filed by publisher. This 
provides for a quick study of the purchase 
needs from any publisher and gives the full 
and complete basis for the sound ordering. 
These files are handled by a clerk, who 
also takes care of the circulating library, 
and it is the exact knowledge gained from 
these cards that gives Mr. Brockman full 
confidence that he is buying in the right 
direction. 
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English Book ‘Trade News 


From Our London Correspondent 


HE strike in the London publishing 

trade, referred to in other issues of the 

Publishers’ W eekly, while it has been, 
and at the time of writing is, a serious 
trouble to all those who are engaged in the 
publishing and distribution of books has not 
paralyzed the trade. 

No more books will appear, certainly, 
excepting Mr. Page’s “Letters,” but it is 
encouraging how well the public is buying 
books and patiently putting up with de- 
lays—not very serious. Last week was the 
real first week of the strike, and we know 
of one or two houses whose returns were 
almost up to normal. Anyhow, whatever 
happens, the strike will give the bookseller 
a breathing space, for it will enable him 
to dispose of his heavy stock, as he may, in 
a number of instances, be unable to replen- 
ish this stock for a while. 


The Autumn Publishing Season 


This is what Mr. Cape says in Now and 
Then. Mr. Cape knows all sides of pub- 
lishing and bookselling, for he has had 
many years of experience. His paragraph 
is very true: 


The autumn publishing season is by far the 
most important for the publisher. liowever 
much he may endeavor to spread over into 
other months the books which at one time 
were inevitably heaped up for publication in 
October or November, it still remains that the 
closing months of the year are the busiest in 
bookshop and publishing office. To us the au- 
tumn has always seemed the most pleasant 
season of the year. Out-of-doors there is the 
beauty of decay, within the comfort and ease 
of early fires and drawn curtains. The burn- 
ing of old leaves out-of-doors—the turning of 
new leaves within. 


Tomlinson on Christopher Morley

H. M. Tomlinson has no hesitation in in- 
troducing Christopher Morley.

One may always expect limited 
editions of Lord Dunsany, Walter de la 
Mare, George Moore, Max Beerbohm, 
Arthur Machen, etc. Many of.them even- 
tually reach high prices, and quite a number 
find their way to U. S. A. We like the 
writer in Constable's Monthly List who 
says in the current number: 

A limited edition areates a market, and that 
market remains in existence for the benefit of 
cheaper editions which, without the previous 
rousing of: public interest achieved by the “lim- 
ited,” would never have come into existence, 


so hopeless would have been their prospects 
of success.

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Children’s Book Week 


All Over the Country Hundreds of Communities 
Celebrated the Seventh and Most Important Book Week 


HILDREN’S BOOK WEEK has 
& come and gone. ‘That every com- 

munity celebrated it in varying de- 
grees is evident to anyone who has glanced 
thru the newspapers of the country for 
that period. Not only was there much 
space given to the plans of local organiza- 
tions and news stories of activities but 
stores used unusual amounts of space for 
display advertisements, many of them full 
page spreads with catchy slogans and cuts, 
with invitations to visit exhibits and an- 
nouncement of special programs for the 
week. 

The Monday afternoon reception in the 
Children’s Room of the New York Public 
Library, which has been for seven years 
an opening day feature of Book Week, 
was again largely attended this year. 
Padraic Colum was the guest of honor at 
the session over which Anne Carroll Moore 
gracefully presided. 

At the Jones Library in Amherst, an un- 
usually interesting exhibit was made of 
old children’s books coupled with a showing 
of the new, and Wilbur Macey Stone, 
whose collection of children’s books is so 
well known, assisted by supplying the. li- 
brary with the most interesting and unusual 
collection of early juveniles of both Eng- 
land and America. Special emphasis was 
laid on John Newbery and his part in 
the movement, and a replica of the John 
Newbery Medal was exhibited. The 
Springfield papers gave a great deal of 
attention to this occasion. 

Because of the large number of boys 
and girls that attended J. K. Gill Co.’s 
Book Week Programs it was decided to 
have them in one of the large high school 
auditoriums instead of in the shop. On 
the evening of November sixth the Boy 
Scouts and their friends were entertained 
by talks by Edison Marshall, author; Anne 
Mulheron, librarian; J. K. Gill and Miss 





Harris of the bookstore. A playlet by Miss 
Harris, “You Can Find It in a Book’ 
was produced by the Scouts. The follow- 
ing afternoon the Girl Scouts and their 
friends had a similar program, with the 
addition of Theodore Harper’s own drama- 
tization of his latest book, “Singing 
Feathers.” 

There were many original schemes put 
into use. In Utica, N. Y., Chief Jesse 
Lyon, a real Indian chief, spoke to the 
older boys and girls. Newspapers as far 
away as Clinton, Ia., announced that Mrs. 
L. A. Miller, chairman of the Division of 
Literature of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs would broadcast a book 
program from Denver, which indicates the 
use of radio in spreading book information. 
The Jones Library in Amherst, Mass. car- 
ried an exhibit of books which spanned 
nearly five centuries of production of books 
appealing to children, the oldest and rarest 
of which were loaned by Wilbur Macey 
Stone of East Orange, N. J. In Los 
Angeles, Cal., the Herald and the Record 
in their publicity carried large pictures of 
grammar school students reading. The 
Montclair, N. J., public school pupils 
presented a play—a library scene in which 
drama, poetry, biography, history and fic- 
tion were featured. In Nashville, Tenn., 
Donald Davidson gave his book page en- 
tirely to children’s book week and in his 
column, ““The Spy-glass,” carried a fine 
article on what really constitutes a good 
child’s book. In Greensboro, N. C., Miss 
Anne Carroll Moore of the New York 
Public Library spent two days speaking 
six times on children’s books. In Savannah, 
Ga., as well as in Indianapolis, Ind., and 
Omaha, Neb., the local papers gave the 
Bookman contest publicity and called on 
the children to compete. There were 
numerous contests. In Sioux Falls, S. D., 
Christenson & Dempster Co. offered prizes 
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Abraham and Straus’ Window Display for Children’s Book Week 


for essays on “The Book I Like Best”; in 
Morristown, N. J., prizes were offered for 
essays on “The Book I Would Like to 
Own and Why,” and in Los Angeles, Cal., 
for “What Is the Greatest Good that the 
Printed Word Has Done for Mankind” 
and “A List of the Books I Have Read 
and Why.” 

Loring, Short & Harmon held their an- 
nual poster contest in Portland, Me. This 
contest has become an institution and brings 
out much talent. Pomeroys, Inc., at Harris- 
burg, Pa., held a book fair with well-known 
speakers each day, a children’s play and an 
exhibition of books. Jacksonville, Fla., 
staged its first book pageant while Helena, 
Ark., repeated one of last year which was 
such a success that the board of directors 
declared it should become an institution. 

Fort Worth, Tex. had Charles J. Finger 
to speak on Book Week, and the Meier and 
Frank Book Shop in Portland, Ore. had 
Theodore Harper and Shannon Monroe to 
autograph their books for boys and girls. 
Pupils of the Junior High School in Frank- 
lin, Mass., had a special assembly with 
a program including “Origin of Book 
Week”; recitation, “Books”; ‘““The School 
Library”; “The Family Library”; “Life of 
Louisa May Alcott”; recitation, ““What a 
Book Said.” 

Many stores and libraries arranged 
costume book parties but not all thought 
of requiring library cards as admission 
tickets as did Omaha, Neb. 


One of the most effective displays was 
the reproduction on the cover of the Octo- 
ber 11th Outlook of the Brubaker poster 
for Children’s Book Week which the Na- 
tional Association of Book Publishers got 
out. 

Various localities tackled Book Week 
from various angles. Richmond, Va., Times- 
Dispatch stressed international under- 
standing thru sympathy with ideals of 
other people recognized in books. Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, combined activities for Mo- 
tion Picture Book Week and Children’s 
Book Week by displaying children’s books 
and moving picture editions. Saginaw, 
Mich., whose celebrations were under the 
direction of the American Legion combined 
a book costume parade with its Armistice 
Day parade. 

Activities were not confined to this side 
of the Canadian border. The Daily Star 
of Toronto, Ont., conducted a contest for 
the best essay on “Earn a Book a Week” 
and Wendell Holmes, Ltd., of London, 
Canada, declared that 60 per cent of the 
public schools recognized Book Week in a 
tangible way. 

The most important and wished for ef- 
fect was the interest in carrying this activity 
in children’s books thru all seasons. The 
National Association of Book Publishers 
has received numerous letters from organi- 
zations announcing their intention of mak- 
ing every week Book Week and keeping 
interest alive thruout the vear. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 

sion, from the which, as men of course do 
seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto. —BACcON.

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Year Round Bookselling 


ITH bookselling at the very busiest 

month of a banner year of the 

American booktrade, bookstore man- 
agers can take but little time until after 
the holidays to think of the plans for the 
year to follow, but the publishers, while 
just as anxiously waiting for final totals, 
are more completely released from 1925 
problems and can begin to paint in the pic- 
ture of a continuance of bookselling 
progress. 

A report of Year Round Bookselling 
Promotion as conducted by the National 
Association of Book Publishers has just 
been made to its underwriters by J. W. 
Hiltman, chairman of the committee. It 
is a remarkable statement of far-reaching 
and effective work carried on with increas- 
ing effectiveness. It reports the expendi- 
ture of $44,910 in 1925, and asks for an 
increase of subscriptions in order that the 
work may be still further broadened. 
With the report only a few days out, al- 
ready letters have been flowing in with re- 
assertions of publisher’s confidence in the 
program and with renewals of subscriptions 
plus increases. In this enthusiasm is the 
surest prophecy of the continuance of the 
growth of 1925 in the next twelve months. 


The Cost of Reading a Book 


F a man’s time is estimated by the 
amount he receives per working hour, 
how much does it cost him to read a 
book? Statistics on this were used in a 


sales letter of the Codex Book Company, 


The Publishers’ Weekly 


Inc., in urging busy executives to read 
their volume on “Economic Control of In- 
ventory,” which, being but 100 pages in 
length, ought to save many dollars’ worth 
of time to busy executives. 


In making their statistics, they have 
found that the ordinary speed with which 
one reads a semi-technical book is about 
4 words to a second. A 400 word page re- 
quires 12/3 minutes. If an executive 
works 300 days a year at $20,000 a year 
and has productive, uninterrupted working 
hours of 6 hours a day, it would cost him 
$30 to read a 100 page book, or $150 to 
read a 500 page book. On the same scale, 
a person on a $4,000 salary would take $6 
worth of time to read a 100 page book or 
$30 worth of time to read a 500 page book. 


That a compliment is paid to the author 
by the reader in spending this valuable 
number of minutes seems to be the chief 
deduction from these diverting figures. 
Some experimental studies have been made 
to see whether there could not be an in- 
crease in the rapidity of reading on the part 
of a graduate of the public school. Per- 
haps the time should be expended in teach- 
ing authors to write the same amount in 
less space, or even more likely it is, that 
bulk or time expended is not so important 
as the worth of the contents and how can 
we measure that? When it comes to busi- 
ness books, the executive who puts in an 
hour of reading a good volume makes his 
6 hours of work so much more valuable 
that it is probably the most profitable thing 
he could do with his time. 


Tyndale Honored by Yale 


ALE, in honor of William Tyndale, 

who 400 years ago made the first 
English translation of the Bible, held last 
month an exhibition of the forty rarest and 
most important Bibles in the Yale Library. 
Dr. Charles A. Dinsmore of the Yale 
Divinity School lectured in Sprague Hall 
on Our Debt to William Tyndale. His 


lecture is quoted elsewhere in this number. 


Among the notable exhibits was a copy of 
the first issue of the first edition, 1611, of 
the King James Version. Its predecessor, 
the favorite Bible of the Puritans, known 
as the “Geneva” or “Breeches Bible,” was 
represented by a first edition, 1560. The 
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Stationers’ Hall, London, contains this beautiful memorial window 
to William Tyndale, who 400 years ago first printed the New Testa- 


ment in English. 


On Dec. 6th, Bible Sunday, universal honor is 


being paid to his memory. 


Mathews Bible which, according to An- 
drew Keogh, Yale Librarian, is considered 
the true primary version of the Eng- 
lish Bible, was on view in its original 
edition of 1537. 

An exhibit of unusual interest to Ameri- 
cans was a New Haven Bible edited by 
Noah Webster, published here in 1883. 
The Library also showed the first edition, 


1539, of Cromwell’s Bible, ordered by 
Thomas Cromwell as the King’s vice- 
regent “to be set up in the churches”; the 
original edition, 1568 of, the Bishop’s 
Bible, a revision of Cromwell’s supervised 
by the Bishops of England; and the 
original edition of the Douai Bible, 1610, 
the first complete Roman Catholic Bible in 
English.

This particular 
piece of advertising will not be reprinted. 
Price, twenty-five cents for each hundred 
—while they last.

“‘We are the only members of the Ameri- 
can Booksellers Association in this city.” 

A proud statement this, from the ad of 
L. W. McFarland of Adams_ Book- 
store, Fall River, Mass. “They have been 
stopping traffic in front of their store with 
the telegraphic window display, which is 
pictured here. The Western Union loaned 
them an operator’s table, morse set and 
blank holder. As a background there is a 
map of the United States from which rib- 
bons run to sample telegrams pasted on the 
window. A row of miniature telegraph 
poles and wires runs along the front and, 
of course, books are used on the sides and 
floor. A messenger boy in full uniform 
operates the dummy set for four hours each 
day, two in the morning and two each 
afternoon. 

Adams Bookstore has circularized the en- 
tire city as has the Western Union and the 
Fall River papers have carried not only 
the paid advertisements but news items as 
well. “The Man About Town” writing 
for one of the newspapers there predicts 
that “There is bound to be some real busi- 
ness (for Adams) when the Christmas 
season is on.” 





The Executive Committee has 
adopted a new emblem for the As- 
sociation. We believe it to be a 
great deal “livelier” than the old 
one, and it certainly gives a better 
idea of books and bookselling. It 
has been made up in a buff and 
brown decalcomanie window transparency, 
7 inches in diameter—a very attractive 
piece of work. Electrotypes to be used on 
stationery or in advertising may also be 
had. Prices, decalcomanies, fifteen cents 
each, electros, fifty cents each. 

Membership in a national association 
lends a certain amount of prestige and dig- 
nity to any business especially if the asso- 
ciation’s reputation is being built up thru 
national publicity. We are endeavoring to 
“sell the A. B. A.” to the public. Are you 
taking advantage of our national publicity? 
Let the public know that you are a mem- 
ber. If you aren’t one, it’s time you were. 

Probably more can be done by direct mail 
methods in selling books than in any other 
way. We have not forgotten the direct-by- 
mail department we promised the book- 
sellers some time ago but have been so busy 
developing our first two plans that it is not 
ready as yet. We will, however get to work 
on it immediately after the holidays and 
will surely be ready to present it to the 
Convention at St. Louis next May. A 
systematic effort to develop business thru 
local mail solicitation is surely needed and 
the plan will allow the bookseller to use 
this advertising at a minimum cost with- 
out having to do any of the mechanical 
end of the work other than keep his mail- 
ing lists up to date. 

Another effective

books is to bring the customers and pros- 
pects into the shop thru newspaper adver- 
tising.

number of newspaper ads of bookstores 
and find a lot of them rather dull, that is, 
not “dressed up’ enough to catch the eye 
of the person casually reading or turning 
the page. A small ad can be made most 
attractive. One doesn’t necessarily have to 
buy a great deal of space. But, as it will 
be run on a page with other ads and read- 
ing matter—surrounded by print—some- 
thing must be done to make it stand out. 

In the first place too little is known 
about the use of “‘white space.” Many of 
us feel that we ought to fill up the space 
we buy with print. In doing this we make 
the ad weak instead of strong. Its purpose 
is to attract people to the shop. To do this 
it must first attract the eye. While our 
regular customers may look for our adver- 
tisements, others. do not, and we can take 
it for granted that our patrons, having been 
given our service at least once, will return 
to us. 

We wonder if the booksellers would be 
interested in getting a series of mats to be 
used as “heads’”—one, let us say for Chil- 
dren’s Book Week, one for the Christmas 
holidays, Easter, going-away or bon voyage 
books, etc.—no two booksellers in any 
town to receive the same set. If there is 
a sufficient number interested, this srvice 
could be started and the mats furnished at 
cost. Write us and let us know. The 
“heads” would most certainly be a great 
help to everyone in newspaper advertising.

VERY business house has a buyer, or 
perhaps a purchasing department 
with a chief buyer at the head. How 

many buyers should a public library have, 
and who should the chief buyer be? ‘This 
is a question that has received many dif- 
ferent solutions in different public libraries, 
according to the facts gathered by the Li- 
brary Survey which is now being conducted 
by the American Library Association. Solu- 
tions of the problem vary all the way from 
giving the librarian complete, unquestioned 
authority to the other extreme of having 
the Board of Trustees themselves act as 
buyers. 

One librarian voices a mournful com- 
plaint against the policy of her board in 
withholding from her all authority to pur- 
chase any books for the library, altho as a 
matter of practice they necessarily buy 
mainly what the librarian recommends. In- 
asmuch as the librarian in this instance is a 
college graduate, who has also had post- 
graduate college work in English and has 
made the study of books her chief interest 
in life, there will be a good many who will 
sympathize with her in her feeling that the 
trustees should look to her as the library’s 
chief buyer. 

This instance is not a very isolated case 
for quite a number of libraries, especially 
in the smaller cities and towns, report that 
the trustees take a very active part in book 
selection. One library, for example, reports 
that all new fiction is read by members 
of the book committee of the trustees. An- 
other library reports that most of the books 
are bought by one of the trustees or on his 
recommendation. In_ still another the 
president of the board buys entirely at his 
own discretion. 


In a few cases outside co-operation is 
sought, and one librarian reports that for 


a number of years the library had a book 
committee of twenty-eight members, one 
member being appointed by each organiza- 
tion in the city. 

However, a great many of the smaller 
libraries, as well as most of the large insti- 
tutions, consider their librarian as the buyer 
for the library. In most of. these libraries 
the librarian naturally looks to the mem- 
bers of his staff for much assistance in the 
way of recommendations. In many libra- 
ries weekly meetings are held, either of all 
the members of the staff or of the heads of 


departments, for the discussion of new 
books and the decision on books to be 
bought. 


Probably the best example of cooperation 
in book buying has been worked out by a 
group of librarians in the vicinity of Bos- 
ton. These librarians, representing some 
twenty or thirty cities and towns, divide 
among themselves the entire output of fic- 
tion that is on sale at the Boston stores, 
each member undertaking to read and re- 
view certain books. ‘The librarians meet 
once a week for the purpose of discussing 
these reviews. In this way each library 
gets the benefit of the work done by all of 
the others, and gets the consensus of expert 
opinion which is often so much more valu- 
able than any one person’s opinion alone. 
This cooperation has proved most effective 
in supplementing the help given to libra- 
ries by the American Library Association 
thru the publication of its monthly Book- 
list, and the lists issued by many of the 
state library associations. 

The survey report will contain a careful 
study of the operation of all these various 
methods in different types of libraries, both 
large and small. 
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Selling New York 


An Advertising Campaign to Sell New 
York as the Printing Center of the World 


O sell New York City as the 
printing center of the world” is 
the purpose of a $60,000 adver- 
tising campaign now being conducted for 
the New York Employing Printers’ Asso- 
ciation by James F. Newcomb & Co., Inc., 
of New York. 

This campaign will bring the printing 
buyer and user of New York and vicinity 
in closer touch with the facilities of New 
York City. The campaign has been de- 
signed to accomplish this main objective:

“To build confidence and an understand- 
ing of the New York City printer in the 
mind of the New York City printing buyer, 
so that the buyer may utilze, to the fullest 
extent, the skilled advice, cooperation and 
creative ability of his New York City 
printer.” 


The attainment of this objective will 
lead to a better appreciation of the value 
which the printer has to offer and, as a 
consequence, will create more business for 
the printing industry of New York. 


Previous to the planning of the cam- 
paign, an extensive investigation was car- 
ried on by the Marketing Committee of 
the Association thru the Bureau of Busi- 
ness Research of the New York Univer- 
sity. This investigation considered both 
the printing industry itself and also the 
buyers and users of printing. It showed 
that the New York City printing buyer, 
because of a lack of confidence and under- 
standing or because he has never been told 
properly, does not utilize to his advantage 
all the useful advice and knowledge avail- 
able thru a Néw York City printer. 


As a result of the investigation the points 
to be covered were clearly indicated. The 
next step was to lay out a campaign to ac- 
quaint the printing buyers in and near New 
York with these facts that have made New 
York City the Printing Center of the 
World:

Quality—from both an art and utility 
viewpoint. 

Completeness—as evidenced by the most 
modern mechanical equipment. 


Craftsmanship—as accomplished by men 
and management. 

Service—as it should be understood and 
appraised. 


The advertisements in this campaign 
appear on a planned schedule, thru the 
media of newspapers, trade papers and 
direct advertising. ‘The direct advertising 
consists of twelve pieces and is being sent 
to twenty-five thousand business executives 
in and around New York City. Seventeen 
advertisements, taking large space, are ap- 
pearing in the New York Times. There 
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will be thirty-six class journal advertise- 


ments. One and one-half million poster 
stamps are being used by members of the 
Association to tie-up their businesses with 
the campaign. 

The entire campaign is designed to sell 
all kinds of printing, so that whatever 
branch of the printing industry one may 
represent, all will share alike in the oppor- 
tunities the campaign creates. 

Before each unit of the campaign ap- 
pears, members of the New York Employ- 
ing Printers’ Association and their sales- 
men receive an advance copy, together with 
a brief outline explaining how they can tie- 
up their sales talk with this particular part 
of the campaign. 

The purpose of the campaign is concisely 
expressed by Ernest F. Eilert, President of 
the United Typothetae of America, and a 
member of the Association’s Marketing 
Committee, who said, “We are going to 
talk more printing and we are going to 
create it. The average man wants to pay 
the right price today, provided he knows 
what the right price is. New York can 
give the service better than any other city 
in the United States.” 

While the campaign is still in its infancy, 
it has already accomplished some very ex- 
cellent results. Association members and 
their salesmen report that it is paving the 
way to a closer mutual understanding be- 
tween them and the printing buyer. It has 
awakened the printing buyer to the realiza- 
tion that New York City is “the Printing 
Center of the World,” and it is to his 
advantage to place confidence in the New 
York City printer. 


Tools of the Bookseller 
BOOKLET of great value to the 


bookseller and also to any student 

of bookselling has just been issued 
by H. W. Wilson Company, publishers of 
the “United States Catalogs,” and written 
by Halsey W. Wilson, himself. This is en- 
titled “The Bookman’s Reading and 
Tools,’ and outlines a systematic approach 
to the study of the profession. Mr. Wil- 
son was a bookseller before he became a 
publisher of reference books and periodicals, 
and, besides that, he has a great breadth of 
knowledge of books outside and in. 
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In his talks on reading, he takes up, first, 
the question of the literary background of 
the bookseller, suggests where a bookseller 
can read to advantage and includes lists of 
books on the history and craft of book- 
making, the history and romance of book- 
selling, on book collecting, magazines and 
periodicals. The bibliography of this sec- 
tion will be valuable to anyone who is 
building up a reference collection. 

As an introduction to the study of the 
present working tools of the bookseller, 
Mr. Wilson gives an interesting account of 
the beginnings of trade catalogs and of the 
appearance of the “American Catalog” and 
its great importance and of the develop- 
ment of the “United States Catalog,” 
“The Trade List Annual,” etc., and then 
supplies data about the similar catalogs of 
England, Germany, France and other na- 
tions. 

Mr. Wilson says that bookselling is a 
profession as well as a business and that to 
the degree in which it is made professional 
it becomes more successful and demands the 
respect and support of critical patrons. 

Such a booklet as this helps paint the 
picture of the field and makes it easier for 
the ambitious person to know where the 
material for study lies. Perhaps the most 
interesting statement of all in the booklet 
is the last sentence in the paragraph describ- 
ing the progress and development of “The 
United States Catalog,” which promises 
that a new fourth edition, which will carry 
the subtitle, ““Books in Print, 1927,” is in 
preparation. Publishers are now being asked 
for their very latest catalogs for the use of 
the editors, and during the next year an 
editorial staff will be at work preparing this 
all-important trade tool, the first complete 
summing up since 1912. There will be 
great changes to record, as so many books 
have gone out of print, changed prices or 
been put in entirely new form. 


A NEW AND REVISED edition of the Eng- 
lish “Handbook of the London Master 
Printers’ Association” has just been issued. 
Its contents, which include London rates 
and conditions, agreements in force, etc., 
form a handy compendium of very useful 
reference matter.

AN the non-fiction market be made as 

responsive to popular prices as the fic- 
tion market has been? This is to be given 
a thoro testing out under the plan of the 
Garden City Publishing Company, Inc., 
Garden City, N. Y., which began a series 
of Star Dollar Books 
this month. There 
has been much com- 
ment in the trade on 
the fact that non- 
fiction has steadily 
gained in circulation 
and in relative pro- 
portion to the total 
volume of business 
done, and there has 
been much specula- 
tion as to whether 
the methods which 
have been applied to 
fiction by the reprint 
houses could be simi- 
larly applied to non- 
fiction. One of the 
difficulties has been that non-fiction books 
are of quite varied size and style as to 
illustration so that it is not as easy to 
make them at uniform price as it is in the 
case of novels. 

The price which is being set seems 
reasonable to booklovers and it enables the 
bookseller to have a Dollar Counter, a 
popular feature. The imprint under which 
this is being printed is the same as that 
which sponsored the fifteen cent paper 
books a couple of years ago. There are ten 
titles announced for December publishing, 
and two each for January and February. 
The titles have been selected from the 
lists of many publishers and include only 
one which is in the non-copyright field, 
Franklin’s “Autobiography.” Among the 
titles offered are Beebe’s “Edge of the 
Jungle,” Paine’s “Short Life of Mark 
Twain,” “Mirrors of Washington,” Kreh- 


biel’s “Book of Operas,” Werner’s 
“Barnum.” ‘The size of the books will 
be 53@ inches x 8, larger than the 
usual 12mo.

Library Survey Report 
REVAILING practice and noteworthy 


exceptions in the chief aspects of library 
administrtaion and service will be covered 
in the first part of the Library Survey re- 
port to be issued in time for the American 
Library Association’s 50th Anniversary 
conference, October 4-9, 1926, in Atlantic 
City and Philadelphia. ‘This first part of 
the report will be published in one or two 
volumes. It will deal not only with pub- 
lic libraries but with university and college 
libraries also. 

The Survey report will be based upon a 
careful analysis and tabulation of about 
1500 questionnaires of 4000 questions each. 
Not all the questions were relevant to or 
were answered by any one library, but so 
bulky a document had to be prepared to 
get information which could be handled 
statistically from so many and such widely 
varying libraries scattered thruout the 
United States. 

Of course the immense collection of facts 
thus gathered is of a very unequal practical 
worth, and the work of the Survey staff 
consists in eliminating the non-essential, as 


well as in tabulating and digesting the use- 
ful data.

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Book Display 
BOOKSELLERS more and more seem 


to be searching for the best methods 
of presenting their wares, and much 
progress has been made in the design of 
counters, shelving and special cases. Re- 
cently a very interesting new type of dis- 
play rack appeared in New York stores 
which held at an angle a single book, over 
which was the legend, ‘““The Most Popu- 
lar Book of the Day.” This rack was 
made of a new material called ‘“‘pyraglass,” 
which, while unbreakable, has all the polish 
and beauty of a glass surface. The rack 
has attracted a good deal of attention and 
was used by booksellers to put some one 
volume to the front, with changing dis- 
play from week to week. The manufac- 
turer, whose principal business has been in 
other fields of advertising, is the Pyraglass 
Products, Inc., 156 East 45th Street, New 
York. The price is $3.50. 


London Strike Continues 
HE strike in the London _ booktrade 


still continues, and, up to November 
17th, when the last word was received, no 
negotiations were taking place. When the 
strike started with the request for 17/6 
increase per packer, that increase was 
oftered by Cassell, Hodder & Stoughton, 
Hutchinson, and the Religious Tract So- 
ciety. These firms, being publishers of 
newspapers and magazines as well as books, 
were caught with an extra pressure, as so 
often has happened in the printing strikes 
in New York. In spite of the offer, the 
National Union of Book Workers struck 
their establishments, but in the third week 
this was accepted and those firms have now 
opened up again. A few smali houses em- 
ploying single packers conceded the _ in- 
crease, with the result that the wholesalers 
whose establishments are under embargo 
have refused to supply these firms, so that 
they are, as a matter of fact, worse off 
than if they had not conceded the increase. 
Some of the London publishers are putting 
in new staffs and are carrying on in this 
way as far as possible. Booksellers are 
relieving themselves of the books already 
delivered, but November publications are 
being held up. 











A Sea Venture 


N December first Mary Ellen Hager 

opened a bookshop in Bermuda which 
can claim place among the curiosities of the 
bookshop world. The announcement cards 
carry at the top a linoleum print—a sil- 
houette of a ship against splotches of bright 
red and blue. They read: “The Sea Ven- 
ture, With a cargo of tea, toast and marma- 
lade—And books for ballast, Anchored on 
the North Shore Drive—one mile from 
Hamilton.” The location of the shop is 
just what they claim for it, anchored on 
the shore with windows that open out over 
the water. Miss Hager will remain in 
Bermuda until April 1 when Lesley Frost, 
of the Open Book Shop, Pittsfield, Mass., 
will take it with Miss Hager’s partner, 
Elizabeth Atterbury, for that month. 


More Art Study 


REAL increase in the teaching of art 

in the public schools on a broader and 
more comprehensive basis may well be the 
result of the gift of the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion of the income on $1,000,000 for 
scholarships and fellowships to insure an 
adequate supply of competent teachers in 
the arts. There will be $48,000 available 
for these scholarships next year. This is 
supplemented by a fund of $100,000 for 
the purchase of teaching equipment for 
departments of fine arts, and donations last 
May of $360,000 to fine arts departments. 
Such a movement is likely to be followed 
by larger art libraries in preparatory schools 
as well as colleges, and improvement and 
extension in the field of art textbooks.

have been topsy-turvy, all because 

of the very lovely books brought out 
to the Orient this year by Mr. Snyder. 
Books are now arriving fast and we are 
trying to push the walls out, as it were, to 
make room for them, in fact fall books 
began to arrive here in October on some 
orders placed the latter part of July. 
I consider that very good service indeed 
from the publishers, and it is very encourag- 
ing to have them take such a deep interest 
in us who are so far from the base of 
supplies. 


Unfortunately all of the service is not as 
good. There is one habit of which all of 
the booksellers here complain, that is the 
returning of orders to the Orient marked 
“‘Not our publication.” We had a rush 
order for a very special customer which 
went to a wrong publisher but one of simi- 
lar name. Our order came back in two 
months marked across “Not our publica- 
tion.” Could not the New York publisher 
have corrected the mistake for us as a trade 
courtesy ? 


This year we have much better space 
for Christmas stocks, the store rearranged 
and we are therefore very optimistic about 
the holiday season in spite of the present 
war scare. I have been particularly unfor- 
tunate having experienced my third war in 
one year and the worst strike in the history 
of China. I do not believe that the talk 
of boycotting English goods is going to hurt 
the sale of literature at all. Our Chinese 
customers may boycott other English goods, 
but our Chinese readers are so cultured that 
they would not permit any such movement 
to interfere with their buying the best the 
markets afford in literature. We are sell- 
ing the Chinese plenty of beoks from our 
“Questions of the Day” section. 


_ As for Children’s Book Week, we are 
celebrating it for the first time to our 
knowledge in China. Upon receipt of Miss 
Humble’s letter that she was starting some 
posters to me, I called at all of the book- 


G iave August Ist my mind and shop 


shops in town which carry children’s books, 
and was delighted at the immediate response 
of the managers who were pleased to co- 
operate in any way they could. We are 
working on a scheme of grouping our adver- 
tising for the week, putting posters in the 
shops, etc., and best of all we have other 
agencies outside of the booktrade interested. 
Our Mr. Mortimer went out one morning 
and got all the banks lined up. He showed 
them the type of copy used as per the circu- 
lar Miss Humble sent us, and in two in- 
stances they asked us to write the kind of 
copy we wanted and they would pay for it. 
I have approached the Rotary Club which 
has a meeting that week, fortunately, and 
if it is not a closed meeting I have been 
assured that something will be said about 
Children’s Books and Children’s Book 
Week. Dr. Drury of the Community 
Church has promised to write something 
about it in his Church Bulletin and I have 
approached him on the subject of his say- 
ing something about the movement during 
his service on November 8th. I do not 
know if he will do this but, as his service 
is broadcast and the people in the outports 
listen in, it would be very valuable. 

The Chinese American Publishing Com- 
pany is planning to have an essay contest, 
and the subject ““The Book I Liked Best 
and Why” has been chosen. Prizes of 
books will be given. The November num- 
ber of our paper The Imprint will be “The 
Children’s Book Week Number,’ special 
editorials, etc., being carried on children’s 
reading. 

All of this will give you an idea of 
what we are trying to do in China. The 
firms cooperating in this movement are 
Kelly and Walsh, Edward Evans and 
Sons, Brewer and Company and The 
Chinese American Publishing Company. 
I am anxious to see what the birth of this 
new movement will bring forth. We hope 
to make it a larger thing next year when 
the folks of this town will have become 
accustomed to something new in the book 
publicity line. 
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Defends Tyndale’s Translation 


ILLIAM TYNDALE is the only 
man who has left the stamp of his 
individuality on the English Bible,” the 
Rev. Dr. Chas. A. Dinsmore, lecturer on 
Spiritual Content Literature in the Yale 
Graduate School, said recently in an ad- 
dress at Yale commemorating the 400th 
anniversary of the printing of the Bible in 
English. 

“A hundred years before Shakespeare he 
proved the capacity of the English language 
to express the profoundest, sublimest truths 
in the simple tongue of the common people. 
Our religion and our literature owe to him 
a lasting debt,” he added. 


“Tyndale . . . gave to England the first 
vernacular translation of the New Testa- 
ment from the original Greek, and much 
of the Old Testament from the Hebrew. 
He domesticated Hebrew idioms in the lan- 
guage of today, enriching our thought and 
speech with many of the characteristics of 
the Semitic mind. 

‘He set the standard of style which has 
made the English Bible a glory to our 
language, and influential in molding the 
best traditions of English literature. Altho 
he published only the New Testament, the 
Pentateuch, the book of Jonah, and had 
translated the Old Testament to the book 
of Chronicles when martyrdom ended his 
labors, yet he set an exampie of simplicity, 
vigor, dignity and melodious rhythm of 
speech so excellent that the scholars who 
came after him have worked according to 
his pattern and up to his level. 

“In 1525 our language was in an un- 
formed state. No great book had set our 
methods of speech in permanent fashion. 
Tyndale, by putting the fluid English of 
his day into a book read by all, established 
a standard which did much toward fixing 
the molds of our native tongue. So well 
did he do this that only twelve Teutonic 
words which he used in his works have be- 
come obsolete since his day. 


“Our Bible contains 80 per cent of 
Tyndale’s Old Testament and 90 per cent 
of his New Testament translation. After 
him came the gentle Coverdale, who made 
the first complete translation of the Scrip- 
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“In the past twenty-five years some 
twenty-five translations of the New Testa- 
ment have been issued. ‘The plea of these 
modern scholars is that . . . the rhythm 
and dignity of the English Bible have no 
equivalent in the original Greek, which is 
colloquial, therefore the English translation 
should be colloquial to produce the effect 
made on the first readers. 

“The strong Son of God stands at the 
tomb of Lazarus, whom He loved. To 
portray the Eternal Word touched with 
the sorrows of death is a most difficult 
artistic problem. ‘Tyndale translates this 
‘Jesus wept.’ In two words we have an 
unforgetable picture and feel a pathos that 
is too deep for expression. Our latest and 
most advertised version improves Tyndale 
by stating ‘Jesus shed tears.’ ”

‘THE annual book week programs of 
John Wanamaker in New York were 
held this year the week of November six- 
teenth. The program was under the hon- 
orary chairmanship of Heywood Broun and 
under the auspices of the Saturday Review 
of Literature. Chairmen for the various 
days included Mr. Broun, Christopher 
Morley, May Lamberton Becker, Henry S. 
Canby, and John Farrar. Those appearing 
included William Rose Benét, Padraic 
Colum, R. Emmett Kennedy, Thyra Sam- 
ter Winslow, John Macy, Don Seitz, 
Anita Loos, Nathalia Crane, Joseph Aus- 
lander, Elinor Wylie, John V. A. Weaver, 
Clement Wood and Dr. Sigmund Spaeth, 
with his Ritz Quartette who sang Barber 
Shop Ballads. After the recent discussion 
by Edwin Markham of Nathalia Crane’s 
poetry much interest centered around her 
reading from her two books, ‘““The Janitor’s 
Boy” and “Lava Lane,” both published by 
Seltzer.

Obituary 
GEORGE D. SPROUL 


GEORGE D. Sprout, who for a number 
of years was connected with the subscrip- 
tion book business in New York, died on 
November 23rd in Phoenix, Arizona, where 
he resided for the last two years. He was 
59 years old. About fifteen years ago, 
his affairs received considerable publicity as 
the result of law suits following contracts 
to pay for a thirteen-volume set of Dickens 
planned on a quixotic model, at a thou- 
sand dollars a volume. When seven of 
these were issued, the scheme fell thru, 
leaving the promoter widely discredited for 
his daring.

ANADIAN BOOK WEEK, which 


was observed all over the provinces 
from November 15th to 21st, brought a 
great deal of newspaper and magazine pub- 
licity to Canadian authorship and Canadian 
publishing.
